“Many of our-citizens arve study-
ing this question and desire in-
formation as to whut is actually
proposed to be done and hpw the
City will proceed in case the
voters request that the work go
forward. Others are unable to’ de-
cide: through lack of definite detail
whether advantages- will accrue in
case the work is completed, and
what these advantages may be..

work proposed. .

“The project is a large one. Ore
which demands careful scrutiny of
every detail. *The plans for: .the
proposed work will be prepared in
this office. The specifications
which will govern the installation
of thfs work will be so drawn as
to insure the lowest price possible
through® competitive bldding, There
will be no high priced hydraulic
engineering cost pyramided against
the City, but there will be the
same consistent effort made by this
office as was made in the recent
light campiign it that will be
satisfactory to the City, however,
fully realizing that the installation
of a successful water system re-
quires speclalized sfudy, the plans
prepated in this office will be sub-
mitted for final approval and work
will' not be started upon these
plans until they are thoroughly
checked and pronounced in propet
form by compétent experts.

“The amount of bonds to be sold
to cover the costs df the proposed
improvement is $400,000,00. This
amount 1§ a lyge sum of money
to be distributed, I wish to stato
that, a thorough safeguarding of
the public's interests in the ex-
penditure of this money will be
undertaken and carried through by
your City.

“Nearly all of the present supply
for Torrance fis drawn from the
large main on Carson street near
Amapola avenue and s again
trgated by the local water com-

pany through the use of chlorin at
the booster pump at this location;
to treat water with chlorin is
‘common practice in wator treating
plants where * certain . conditions
provall, In Torrance the chlarin is
directly applied ot the booster
pump. This method of treatment,
in my opinion, is not adequate as
no mixing chamber is provided and
very strong doses of chlorin are
noticenble at certain times and In

certhin  localities  thyough  this
method of application.
“Some of the water served un-

doubtedly comes from the reservolr
flowing back into the mains at
night, and 1s not treated. This
reservolr wag bullt About 1012 or
1918, is not covered, has no direct
drain by which it may be cleaned
and so far as I have been able to
learn has never been cleaned since
it was bullt. To drain the.reser-
voir it would be necessary to pump
out  the water which of course
‘would teaye-the-Eity-without- ade--
quate flre protection, In any event

I am of the opinlon that It never

has been ‘drained.

About ten months ago when the
matter of the: objectionable odors
and taste in the water being de-
livered here in Torrance was under

discpssion before the Council, 1
believe Mr, A. J. Roberti, General
Manager of  the company, inti-

mated that the water coming from

the reservolr was probably the
cauge of .the trouble, and that=the
water company had the matter
under digcussion with the l)ol‘ll{l-
guez  Water Company. In the
meantime  the resery has not
been cleaned and is probably in

about the same condition as it was
teh months ago. At the time this
matter was before the Councll,
Mr. Robertl or a representative of
the company, stated that they were
applylng new . methods¢ of purifi-
catlon and promised that within
thrge months the situation would
be relleved. While there may have
been some relief, you are judges as
to whether the situation has been
materially improved.

“Recently the water company ap-
plied for permission to drill two
wells and erect an elevated tank
with a capacity of about 250,000
gullons, and also applied for o
franchise from the City covering
its present lines and asking for
rights over other streets in thé
City, This franchise matter has
not heen formally disposed of; the
matter. of -the-erection of the tank
and drilling of the Welld™ fiy —un-

Two
or three: wells will be drilled within
the district to provide water
supply. = A concrete lined covered
reservoir s to be built which can
be dralned. A 250,000 gallon tank
is to he erected. « Provision is to
be mude for water treatment and
aeration facilities. Water well and
